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RED  SOX 


THOMAS  AUSTIN  YAWKEY,  Owner  and  President 
of  the  Boston  Red  Sox,  was  born  in  Detroit,  February  21, 
1903.  His  foster  father,  William  Yawkey,  famed  Detroit 
industralist,  was  President  of  the  Detroit  Tigers  from  1903 
through  1907  and  continued  his  interest  in  the  ball  club 
until  his  death  in  1918. 

Thus,  Tom  Yawkey  was  brought  up  amid  inspiring  Base¬ 
ball  surroundings  in  the  era  of  Ty  Cobb  and  other  immortals 
of  the  ^reat  National  game.  He  was  later  to  play  baseball, 
as  well  as  other  sports,  at  the  Irving  School,  Tarry  town-on- 
the-Hudson,  N.  Y.,  and  while  attaining  both  scholastic  and 
athletic  distinction  at  Yale  University. 

Mr.  Yawkey  acquired  title  to  the  Red  Sox  in  February 
of  1933.  Under  his  direction  the  story  of  the  Red  Sox  organ¬ 
ization  has  been  one  of  continued  progress  and  notable 
success.  As  one  dedicated  entirely  to  Baseball  and  the  task 
of  giving  Boston  and  the  fans  of  New  England  the  very  best 
the  game  can  offer,  Tom  Yawkey  today  faces  the  future 
with  optimistic  confidence. 


JOSEPH  E.  CRONIN,  Vice  President,  Treasurer  and 
General  Manager,  has  been  a  Boston  favorite  since  he  joined 
the  Red  Sox  as  player-manager  in  1935.  Born  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  October  12,  1906,  Joe  Cronin  has  made  his  home  in 
Newton,  Mass.,  these  last  20  years. 

Cronin  broke  into  Baseball  with  the  Pittsburgh  Pirates 
in  1925,  moving  to  the  American  League  and  the  Washing¬ 
ton  Senators  in  1928.  He  was  voted  the  league’s  Most  Val¬ 
uable  Player  two  seasons  later,  and  led  the  Senators  to  the 
pennant  in  1933,  his  first  year  as  manager. 

Cronin  continued  his  career  as  an  outstanding  manager 
and  shortstop  with  the  Red  Sox  for  10  years,  then  as  bench 
manager  in  1946  he  brought  Boston  its  first  pennant  since 
1918.  Following  the  1947  campaign,  Joe  Cronin  became  the 
club’s  General  Manager,  succeeding  another  beloved  Base¬ 
ball  immortal,  the  late  Edward  T.  Collins. 


ADMINISTRATION 


HIRAM  W.  MASON,  Assistant  Treasurer,  has  been 
with  the  Red  Sox  organization  since  1926,  serving  as  travel¬ 
ling  secretary  prior  to  assuming  his  present  position.  Born 
in  Cincinnati,  Hi  Mason  previously  was  with  the  St.  Louis 
Browns  from  1909  through  1916,  then  with  the  Cardinals 
as  secretary  and  treasurer,  a  proud  record  of  46  years  in  Base¬ 
ball.  His  home  is  in  Belmont,  Mass. 


THOMAS  B.  DOWD,  Travelling  Secretary,  was  born 
in  Worcester  and  graduated  from  Holy  Cross  College  in 
1923.  He  served  as  professor  of  physics  at  his  alma  mater, 
athletic  director  and  football  coach  at  Loyola  University  of 
Maryland,  and  as  an  airlines  official  before  joining  the  Red 
Sox  organization  in  1946.  Tom  Dowd  continues  to  combine 
football  with  baseball  as  an  official  in  the  National  Football 
League.  He  is  rated  among  New  England's  outstanding 
public  speakers  and  toastmasters.  West  Roxbury,  Mass.,  is 
Tom’s  present  home  residence. 

RICHARD  H.  O’CONNELL,  Director  of  Park  Opera¬ 
tions,  is  a  native  of  Winthrop,  Mass.,  who  now  makes  his 
home  in  Waltham.  He  is  a  Boston  College  graduate,  class 
of  1937,  who  served  as  Lieutenant-Commander  with  the 
Navy  in  the  Pacific  theater  during  World  War  II.  Formerly 
a  teacher-coach  in  Massachusetts  high  schools  and  prep 
schools,  Dick  O’Connell  became  business  manager  of  the 
Lynn  Red  Sox  of  the  New  England  League  in  1946  and 
joined  the  parent  club  organization  in  1948.

RED  SOX  Manager 


Mike  was  graduated  from  the  University  of  Texas  in 
1930,  signing  then  with  the  Philadelphia  Athletics.  In  1937, 
he  came  to  Boston  for  the  first  time  in  a  deal  for  Bill  Werber. 
That  season  Mike  hit  .302  for  the  Red  Sox.  He  batted  .303 
during  the  1938  campaign,  when  he  also  set  the  major 
league  record  of  12  consecutive  hits  which  has  been  equalled 
only  once  in  these  last  16  years. 

For  the  following  seven  seasons— exclusive  of  a  tour 
of  wartime  duty  with  the  Navy  in  1945— Mike  wore  the  uni¬ 
form  of  the  Detroit  Tigers. 

But,  on  May  20,  1946,  he  came  back  to  Boston  a  second 
time— and  in  time  to  plug  the  third  base  gap  in  the  Red  Sox’ 
pennant  picture  that  memorable  season. 

After  the  1946  campaign,  Mike  Higgins  went  back  to 
minors— but  it  was  in  a  new  role,  that  of  an  apprentice  man¬ 
ager  in  the  Red  Sox  farm  system.  Ever  a  sound  baseball 
man,  Higgins  was  recognized  even  then  as  possessing  po¬ 
tential  major  league  managerial  skills  and  talent. 


Over  the  intervening  years— as  he  climbed  the  baseball 
ladder— Mike  proved  the  truth  of  this  opinion.  Under  his 
direction,  youngsters  blossomed  into  young  stars  in  the 
Boston  farm  system.  And  all  the  while  the  manager  was 
making  the  same  sort  of  progress  along  the  path  to  the 
major  leagues.  After  leading  the  Louisville  Colonels  to  a 
notable  triumph  over  Syracuse  of  the  International  League 
in  the  Little  World  Series  last  fall,  Higgins  was  beckoned 
back  to  Boston  for  the  third  time. 

“Patient  and  considerate;  wonderful  in  developing  young 
players.  Yet  stern  when  the  occasion  demands  it;  a  wise 
disciplinarian  commanding  the  respect  that  makes  for  a 
winning  ball  team.” 

That  is  the  analysis  of  one  baseball  expert  concerning 
Manager  Mike  Higgins.  Little  wonder  Red  Sox  fans  are 
hailing  Mike’s  latest  homecoming  with  new-born  en¬ 
thusiasm.

One  of  Manager  Mike  Higgins’  first  moves  was  to  sur¬ 
round  himself  with  a  formidable,  five-man  faculty  of  coaches. 

DEL  BAKER,  a  familiar  favorite  at  Fenway  Park,  once 
manager  of  the  Detroit  Tigers  and  a  sage  baseball  veteran, 
has  been  retained  from  last  season’s  staff  and  is  now  starting 
the  third  year  of  his  second  term  as  a  Red  Sox  coach,  having 
served  previously  under  Managers  Joe  Cronin,  Joe  Mc¬ 
Carthy  and  Lou  Boudreau. 

Also  holding  over  is  PAUL  SCHREIBER,  taciturn  but 
talented,  who  has  gained  great  popularity  since  first  coming 
to  the  Red  Sox  from  the  New  York  Yankees  in  the  role  of 
batting  practice  pitcher  in  1946.  He  assumed  his  coaching 
duties  in  1948.

A  newcomer,  though  hardly  a  stranger  hereabouts,  is 
JACK  BURNS,  who,  as  a  youngster  in  Cambridge,  Mass., 
once  turned  stiles  to  earn  his  way  into  Fenway  Park.  The 
fates  decreed  that  Burns  was  to  spend  his  active  big  league, 
first-base  career  with  the  St.  Louis  Browns  and  the  Detroit 
Tigers,  but  at  long  last  his  boyhood  dreams  have  been  real¬ 
ized  as  he  takes  over  the  third-base  coaching  box  for  the  Red 
Sox.  Burns  has  been  in  the  Boston  club  system  as  scout  and 
minor  league  manager  since  1948.  He  now  makes  his  home 
in  Brighton,  Mass. 

Higgins  has  also  brought  DAVE  FERRISS,  his  team¬ 
mate  on  the  1946  Red  Sox  and  his  pitching  coach  the  last 
two  years  at  Louisville,  back  onto  the  Boston  baseball  scene. 
Ferriss,  a  21-game  winner  as  a  rookie  in  1945,  winner  of  25 
games  the  following  year,  has  the  enviable  ability  of  passing 
along  his  own  keen  mound  know-how  to  the  pitching  pupils 
under  his  charge. 

And,  finally,  the  baseball-wise  MICKEY  OWEN,  who 
joined  the  Red  Sox  last  season  after  spending  most  of  his 
great  catching  career  in  the  National  League,  was  elevated 
to  the  role  of  bullpen  coach  this  past  winter.

At  the  age  of  23,  TOM  BREWER  faces  a  bright  soph¬ 
omore  season  with  the  Red  Sox  despite  the  fact  he  has  only 
two  years  in  organized  baseball  behind  him.  Brewer  was 
taken  to  training  camp  last  spring  for  what  was  expected  to 
be  a  quick  look-see.  He  had  won  19  games  for  the  Hi-Tom 
farm  club  in  1951,  but  that  was  in  the  Class  D  North 
Carolina  State  League  and  Tommy  had  been  in  the  Army 
the  following  two  years.  But  the  youngster  not  only  made 
the  jump  from  the  low  minors  to  the  majors  in  one  leap,  he 
went  on  to  become  a  10-game  winner  and  win  recognition 
by  the  Boston  Baseball, Writers  as  the  Red  Sox  rookie  of 
1954.  Brewer  was  born  in  Wadesboro,  N.  C.,  now  makes 
his  home  in  Cheraw,  S.  C.  He  is  married  and  has  a  son, 
Thomas  Austin  III.  Scout  Mace  Brown— himself  a  former 
Red  Sox  pitcher— found  Brewer  for  the  Boston  club.

Back  with  the  Red  Sox  after  twt)  years  in  the  Army  is 
DICK  BRODOWSKI,  who  proved  his  major  league  worth 
as  a  rookie  righthander  during  the  1952  season.  Brodowski 
makes  his  home  in  Bayonne,  N.  J.,  his  birthplace,  and  was 
signed  off  the  sandlots  of  that  city  by  scout  Bill.  McCarren. 
He  started  out  as  a  third  baseman  with  Marion  in  the  Ohio-

SKINNY  BROWN— nicknamed  with  a  reverse  twist 
becase  he  was  a  chubby  baby— won  only  one  game  for  the 
Red  Sox  last  season,  that  with  a  spectular  seven-inning  re¬ 
lief  stint  against  the  Washington  Senators,  April  24,  after 
starter  Mel  Parnell  was  hit  by  a  pitched  ball  and  sidelined 
with  a  broken  forearm.  A  lengthy  rainy  spell  then  raised 
havoc  with  the  Red  Sox  pitching  staff,  and  Brown  suffered 
most  by  inactivity.  But  toward  the  end  of  the  campaign, 
Skinny  had  regained  control  of  his  mystifying  knuckler  and 
was  very  effective  in  several  appearances.  He  was  signed  to 
a  Roanoke  contract  in  1946  by  Bunn  Hearn  and  won  15 
games  in  a  row  for  the  Durham  team  of  the  Piedmont 
League  that  season.  In  1951  he  hurled  Seattle  to  the  Coast 
League  crown  with  16  wins,  plus  three  more  in  the  playoffs. 
He  was  acquired  by  the  Red  Sox  in  1953,  and  that  season 
won  1 1  games,  beating  every  team  in  the  league  before  mid- 
July.  Brown  is  looking  forward  to  a  return  to  that  type  of 
effectiveness  this  season.  Skinny,  one  of  baseball’s  most 
pleasant  personalities,  is  a  great  golfer,  too.  He  is  married, 
has  a  young  daught  r,  and  still  makes  his  home  in  Greens¬ 
boro,  N.  C.

Eddie  Joost 

Just  before  the  close  of  the  spring  training  campaign 
at  Sarasota,  Florida,  the  Red  Sox  added  the  popular 
veteran,  Eddie  Joost,  to  their  roster.  Joost  managed 
the  Philadelphia  Athletics  in  1 954-,  and  by  consensus 
did  a  fine  job  with  an  abundant  lack  of  adequate  ma¬ 
terial.  However,  when  the  A’s  moved  to  Kansas  City, 
Joost  was  not  invited  along.  He  was  working  out  as  a 
free  agent  with  the  Cleveland  Indians  when  the  Red 
Sox  requested  his  presence  in  Florida.  Fenway  Park 
has  always  been  Eddie’s  happy  hitting  grounds.  He  hit 
only  one  homer  as  a  part-time  player  last  season,  but 
that  was  at  Fenway.  Over  seven  previous. seasons  with 
the  A’s  Joost  hit  115  homers,  and  was  also  a  pass  mas¬ 
ter  of  reaching  base  via  the  walk  route.  Joost  began  his 
baseball  career  in  1933,  played  with  the  Cincinnati 
Reds  and  the  then  Boston  Braves  in  the  National  Leag¬ 
ue  before  giving  up  baseball  in  1944.  Returning  to  the 
game,  he  turned  in  one  of  its  notable  comeback  efforts 
in  the  American  League,  being  selected  for  the  All 
Star  game  in  1949.  Joost  has  held  several  league  field¬ 
ing  records  and  should  add  infield  strength  as  well  as 
punch  at  the  plate  to  the  Red  Sox.

On  another  occasion,  Kemmerer 
lost  a  heartbreaking  2-1  decision  to  the  Indians  in  Cleve¬ 
land  Stadium.  But  still  Russ  emerged  with  a  5  and  3  mark, 
a  fine  freshman  record,  and  demonstrated  that  he  can  be¬ 
come  a  real  mound  mainstay.  Kemmerer,  who  attended  the 
University  of  Pittsburgh  for  two  years,  was  signed  by  C.  J.

cash.  In  1949  Ellis  led  the  league  in  winning  percentage 
with  a  slate  of  23  and  6.  In  1953,  with  69  appearances  on 
the  hill,  Kinder  established  another  league  mark.  Last  sea¬ 
son,  though  he  made  “only”  48  appearances,  Kinder  hurled 
107  innings,  the  same  as  in  his  record-setting  season.  Ellis 
is  married  and  now  makes  his  home  in  Boston,  where  he 
is  an  off-season  automobile  salesman.

Ted  Williams 

It  would  take  a  full  sketchbook  to  detail  the  feats  of 
TED#  WILLIAMS— but  then  who  needs  a  sketch  of  Ted 
Williams?  His  story  is  part  of  the  nation’s  lore.  Suffice  to 
say  that  Ted  did  not  win  his  fifth  American  League  batting 
crown  last  year,  but  only  because  a  broken  shoulder  in  the 
spring  and  a  mid-season  virus  attack  prevented  him  from 
going  to  bat  the  required  400  times.  His  .345  average  was 
tops  in  the  circuit.  Ted  also  was  tops  in  slugging  percent¬ 
age  (.635)  and  in  walks  (136)  for  the  eighth  time  in  his 
career.  His  29  homers  were  a  Red  Sox  high  for  the  season 
and  only  three  less  than  the  league-leading  total  ofLarry 
Doby,  Indians,  who  played  in  153  games  against  Williams’ 
117.  Ted  also  led  the  Red  Sox  in  runs  with  93.  Born  in 
San  Diego— a  Marine  fighter  pilot  in  World  War  II  and  the 
Korean  conflict— batting  king  in  1941  (with  a  .406  average), 
1942,  1947  and  1948— home  run  monarch  four  times— MVP 
in  1946  and  1949—10  times  on  the  American  League  all 
star  team— but  why  go  on?  Better  just  to  say,  “Here’s  Ted 
Williams.’’  Every  baseball  fan  knows  all  the  rest.

Organization 

The  Red  Sox  farm  system  is  an  organization  which  ex¬ 
tends  literally  from  Coast  to  Coast.  Its  primary  function  is 
to  develop  major  leaguers  for  the  parent  club,  and  the  idea 
of  quality,  rather  than  merely  quantity,  is  stressed  through¬ 
out  the  vast  system  of  minor  league  clubs,  managers,  coaches 
and  scouts. 

As  a  result,  the  Red  Sox  have  a  tremendous  appeal  for 
young  hopefuls  the  nation  over,  and  through  the  years  the 
best  of  the  ever-fertile  crop  of  youthful  talent  has  made  the 
outstanding  Boston  organization  a  primary  goal  in  baseball. 

In  return,  the  men  in  the  Red  Sox  system  take  a  personal 
interest  in  the  youngster’s  welfare,  ever  mindful  that  he  is 
a  potential  big  leaguer  who  one  day  must  be  a  worthy  rep¬ 
resentative  of  the  parent  club  off,  as  well  as  on  the  field. 

The  boy’s  living  conditions  and  companions  are  as  carefully 
selected  and  directed  as  are  his  diarqond  talents. 


All  of  the  affiliated  clubs  train  in  Florida— the  Louis¬ 
ville  Colonels  of  the  Class  Triple-A  American  Association 
at  Deland,  the  others  at  Ocala.  The  San  Jose,  California 
Red  Sox  joined  the  Ocala-based  group  for  the  first  time  this 
spring. 

This  Atlantic-to-Pacific  operation  is  directed  by  Johnny 
Murphy,  the  former  Fordham  University  star,  famed  as  a 
great  relief  pitcher  for  the  New  York  Yankees  and  the  Red 
Sox.  His  chief  aides  are  Charley  Wagner,  a  former  Red  Sox 
mound  ace;  Clayton  Sheedy  and  Ed  Kenney. 

A  staff  of  25  scouts  covers  the  nation  in  a  never-ceasing 
talent  quest.  Many  are,  themselves,  former  Red  Sox  players, 
an  additional  reminder  that  appealing  careers  beyond  the 
the  playing  field,  itself,  lie  within  the  reach  of  the  qualified 
young  man  fortunate  enough  to  sign  with  the  Boston  Red 
Sox.

The  Red  Sox  are  also  brought  into  New  England  homes 
through  the  media  of  radio  and  television  with  every  as¬ 
signed  frequency  and  channel  in  this  section  alive  with  news 
about  the  ball  club  and  its  achievements  throughout  the 
year. 

Among  the  Boston  sportscasters  whose  names  are  familiar 
to  every  Red  Sox  fan  are  Fred  Cusick,  WEEI;  Leo  Egan, 
WBZ;  Frank  Fallon,  WMEX;  Don  Gillis  and  Bill  Harring¬ 
ton,  WHDH;  Bob  Martin,  WVDA;  Len  Masters,  WCOP, 
and  Lester  Smith,  WNAC  and  the  Yankee  Network. 

The  play-by-play  radio  reports  of  all  Red  Sox  games, 
carried  over  WHDH  and  a  widespread  regional  network, 
and  of  specified  games  by  television  with  WBZ-TV  and 
WNAC-TV  as  the  Boston  outlets,  are  aired  by  the  talented 
tandem  of  Curt  Gowdy  and  Bob#  Murphy,  ably  assisted, 
both  home  and  away,  night  and  day,  by  Statistician  Joe 
Costanza  and  Engineer  A1  Walker. 

Sponsors  of  the  Red  Sox  Broadcasts  and  Telecasts 
are  the  Atlantic  Refining  Co.,  The  Liggett  and  Meyers 
Tobacco  Co.  and  the  Narraganset  Brewing  Co. 

Gowdy,  now  in  his  fifth  season  at  the  Red  Sox  micro¬ 
phones,  has  won  tremendous  popularity  throughout  the  na¬ 
tion  and  in  New  England  in  particular.  A  native  of  Chey¬ 
enne,  Gowdy  was  a  star  basketball  player  at  the  University 
of  Wyoming.  On  graduation  he  entered  the  Army  Air  Corps 
only  to  have  his  career  as  a  fighter  pilot  cut  short  by  a  spinal 
injury. 

Following  his  discharge  from  the  service,  Curt  began 
his  broadcasting  career  in  Cheyenne,  moving  from  there  to 
Oklahoma  City  where  for  five  years  he  broadcast  the  Texas 
League  baseball  games  of  the  Oklahoma  City  club,  the  foot¬ 
ball  games  of  powerful  Oklahoma  University  and  other  top 
sports  assignments. 

In  1949,  Gowdv  was  the  winner  of  an  audition  conducted 
by  the  New  York  Yankees  and  was  selected  to  work  with  Mel 
Allen  on  radio  and  television.  He  came  to  Boston  in  1951, 
and  since  has  won  many  honors  for  his  outstanding  work  in 
baseball,  football  and  basketball  broadcasts.  But  Gowdy  is 
perhaps  proudest  of  the  accolade  unanimously  bestowed  up¬ 
on  him  by  his  fans  in  the  Red  Sox  listening  and  viewing 
audience.  They  rate  him  as  the  very  best  in  the  business. 

Curt  now  makes  his  home  in  Wellesley,  Mass. 

Bob  Murphy,  now  in  his  second  season  behind  the  Red 
Sox  “mikes”  and  a  resident  of  Needham,  Mass.,  was  born 
and  raised  in  Tulsa,  Oklahoma,  and  his  broadcasting  career 
followed  very  closely  the  path  blazed  by  Gowdy  before  him. 


Bob  attended  the  University  of  Tulsa  and  Colorado 
College.  His  first  sportscasting  assignment  was  coverage  of 
the  Muskogee  Reds  of  the  Western  Association  in  1947. 
After  a  year  describing  the  doings  of  the  Tulsa  Oilers, 
Murphy  moved  to  Oklahoma  City  where  for  five  years  he 
broadcasted  the  games  of  that  city’s  Texas  League  team, 
along  with  the  football  games  of  mighty  Oklahoma  and  the 
basketball  fortunes  of  Oklahoma  A.  &  M. 

From  there,  Bob  followed  Gowdy  s  trail  to  Boston. 

Joe  Costanza,  called  by  Gowdy  “the  best  sports  statistician 
in  the  country,  bar  none”,  is  a  graduate  of  Boston  University 
and  a  resident  of  Dorchester,  Mass.  A1  Walker,  skilled 
WHDH  engineer,  makes  his  home  in  Methuen,  Mass. 
Costanza  has  been  with  Gowdy  since  Curt  came  to  Boston 
five  years  ago,  while  Walker  is  now  in  his  third  season  as 
a  member  of  this  Red  Sox  radio  crew.
